Chicago, Nov. 13.—Chicago financiers 


are the moving spirits in a scheme of 
railroad reorganization and consolida- 
tions that is more colossal than any 
previous project in American railway 
history. From private eastern advices 
it is learned that the "big four" in 
American Steel and 'Wire interests— 
John "W. Gates, William . Edenborn, 
Isaac I-..

recognized as being tirst class. 


Dr. Diamond then hastened back to 


Milwaukee and at once commenced a 
law action demanding recognition at the. 
hands of the state dental board. 


The case has ever since been auging 


fire in the courts. Saturday it was de 
cided in favor of Dr. Diamond* and his 
victory is of great interest to all den- 
tists and dental colleges throughout the 
country, especially to the Chicago Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery and the North- 
western University Dental school, whose 
diplomas had been refused registration 
in Wisconsin.

That .Have Disappeared 'for .Centuries 


.Revived l>y Chance. 
• 


Some twenty-five years ago, . when 


the scoriae (or slag) produced by the 
ancient-Greeks in -jvorldng the-silver 
mines of L/awimur, near Athens, was 
removed, in order to he reworked by 
more efficient modern appliances, the 
seeds of a kind of poppy of the genua 
Glancinon, which had lain underneath 
the slag in a dormant condition for at 
least 1,500 years, sprang up again all 
over the uncover&a ground. "Unknown 
in .modern times, this plant was de- 
scribed in the first century of our era 
by Dioscorides and Pliny, and had dis- 
appeared from the face of the globe for. 
fifteen or twenty centuries. The fact 
that-these seeds should have retained 
their vitality sr, long seems very ex- 
traordinary, bux there are other in- 
stances quite ai remarkable. 
For In- 


stance, raspberry seeds found in 1836 
in an ancient tumulus, in 
a " coffin 


buried thirty feet below the. surface, 
and believed to have been there since 
the second century, were successfully 
planted. 
And in another case .seeds 


of the Eolygonum Convolvulus, dug up 
from' the bottom of a sandpit, where 
they were.beli'evsd to have been burled 
for 2,000 years,- Vker'e still vigorous 'and 
produced healthy plants.

•wit- and always found pleasure in her 
society, but this was all. 


While at Hongkong he received SCV' 


eral casual letters from Mrs. Hazen 
containing news about mutual friends. 
Immediately following the battle of 
Manila Mrs. Hazen sent au enthusias- 
tic cablegram. The admiral, hitherto 
known only as a modest gentleman 
and an efficient naval^ officer, evidently 
became Mrs. Hazen's hero. 


Cablegrams 
were 
exchanged fre- 


quently, and letters to and fro are de- 
scribed as having two paper chains, 
the links of which grew closer as the 
time for the admiral's return approach- 
ed. When he set sail from Manila, he 
sent cables and letters at every port 
where the Olympia touched, and the 
gossip is "that he received almost as 
many as he dispatched. ' About this 
time Mrs. Hazen's photograph was 
given a conspicuous place on the walls 
. of his stateroom. 
. The offer of Mrs. McLean's house for 
the admiral's temporary use when he 
arrived in Washington reached him at 
Gibraltar, and the invitation and its 
acceptance are regarded as au eloquent 
commentary on'the rapid progress of 
the courtship by letter.

•with great care to "take these flowers 
to Mrs. McLean's house and present 
them with my compliments." 
\ Just when and how the momentous 
question was asked and answered are 
.secrets which of ccnirse. have not been 
revealed. You may be sure, however, 
that the admiral did not hesitate when 
the time came any more than he did 
when he sailed past the forts of Cor- 
regidor. 


Mrs. Hazen is the widow of Briga- 


dier General William B. Hazen, who 
died in 1807 while filling the post of 
chief signal officer in Washington. He, 
too, was a hero. He was noted as the 
conqueror of the Apaches, and he was 
n prominent officer, on Buell's staff dur- 
ing-the civil war. 


Mrs. Hazen's father was Washington 


McLean, the founder of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. Her maiden name was Mil- 
dred McLean. Her mother, Mrs. Wash- 
ington McLean, has long been a resi- 
dent of Washington, where she is reck- 
oned as one of the social leaders. Mrs. 
Hazen was married when she was 10 
This w.as in 1S72. Therefore she is 
'now 40 years old. The admiral will 
soon be 62. 


The first years of her married life 


Mrs. Hazen passed with her husband 
on the western frontier. 
Her first 


child, a little girl, died during a ion" 
journey through the Indian country* 
and Mrs, Hazen rode all one day in 
an ambulance with the dead child in 
her arms. It was experiences such as 
these which streaked her "brown Hair 
with gray. Her only son was killed 
about 18 months ago by a fall from a 
horse.

HOPE FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 


Results Reported at Recent Tul>erculo»li 


Congress. In Scrlin. 


Surgeon J. C. Boyd of the. navy, one 


of^the delegates to the recent tuber- 
culosis congress in Berlin, is preparing 
a report for-the United States navy de- 
partment-on the work of the congress. 
Dr. Boyd .thinks the results of the con- 
gress will be important. 
The chief 


question interesting the profession is 
the preparation of an effective serum- 
to combat the disease. The most prom- 
ising work in this connection is that 
of Dr. Behring, one of the most prom- 
inent of the European specialists. The. 
results obtained by Dr. Behring have 
attracted the attention .of the medical 
world and are being pushed as rapidly 
as is consistent with careful scientific' 
work. The' profession sees no reason 
why the development of the tubercu- 
losis serum .should not revolutionize, 
the mortality rate .in consumption as 
much as has the development of the 
anti-toxine of diphtheria. 
The devel- 


opment of consumptive sanitariums in 
Europe is another matter. that has at- 
tracted much interest among the pro- 
fession on this side of the Atlantic. It
